othersrarher holde that ir ſhoulde rake that name of a ſepera- 
tion, as M, Twinein his Commentaries, who ſaith, Brizamnia is ſa 
called,for that it is Locus dinorſio ſeparatus ab eo cui adheſerat:a place 
ſcuered from another whereunto it was annexed: and che more / 
to fortific his reaſon,he conicRureth that this Brizannia(nowe an 
apparant Iſland }was ſomrime Peninſula annexed vnto the maine 
of Fraunce ; which no doubr is true,but not ſince the generall in- 
undation,(by probabilitie) whereby infinite chanels were caten 
in the earth, with the rage of {o violent a floud, and conſequently 
many Iflands diſperſed as we ſee in the main Ocean, and middle 
earth ſeas: foriſurely if it had beene Peninſula,or Ifimus fince the 
floud, Plinie who liued neere 1500, yeeres before M. Twyne woulde 
haue as well mentioned ſuch a conjunRion, as that part of the ſea 
which runneth berweene England and Calleys, which he calleth 
Mare Geſſoriacum, and which Polomey calleth Oceanus Britannicus, 
Bur it ſcemeth that M. Twyne ſtandeth vpon the opinion of Anzo- 
nius Volſeus a Poer,who dreameth of a paſſage five milesin bredih 
berweene England and Fraunce : from whom alſo Servius Honora- 
8 {cemeth io ſay,that BRITANNIA was Olim junta continents, 
our Brytaine was ioincd to the maine continent : which ſecrers 
paſſe our apprehenſion. 

Sir Thomas Eliot will haue Britenniato be Pritania: Humfrey Lloyd 
alſo ſeemerh ro ſay it ſhould be Prid-came which fignifieth beauri- 
full or white of colour, though the c be omiried for more cafier 
pronunciation, which maketh it Pridaine, 

Againe, ſume will haue it come of Bruh a britiſh worde, which 
hgniheth painted, which coicuie I rake to come of Ceſar: words, 
where he (aich, Omnes Britanni glafts ſe inficiunt, all the Brytons be- 
ſmerethemſclues, and Raine their bodies wit]; oade : of which 
worde Brith and tania a Greeke worde which bgnifieth Regnanm a 
kingdome,it is ſuppoſed to be aptly called Prizhrania, the countrey 
or kingdome of the Brizhtons or depainred people. 

Goropius Becanus ſeemeth ro hold another opinion,that it ſhould 
be Bridanis, wherof M.Camden maketh conſtrution,that Bri in Bri- 
dania ſhould be free,and ſo to make it Fredania,or jy pn e. 

Thus is our Brizanniz forced to ſuſtaine ſundry titles vnder one 
truth,as Brytannia, Pritania, Prid-caine or Pridayne, Brithtania, Bru- 
tania, Bridania, and ſuch like : according to as manic ſundrie mens 
conceits, But were not Bruce {o generally reicted in theſe our 
daics, I could veric caſcly be drawne to ae me that ir might be

The Anglior Engliſhmen inhabited part of Germanie whom Argib, 
(ﬆ [ rake it) Prolomey calleth Angib: and placeth them berweene Prolomey, 
e Caſurri,& the Cheme,ncer the riuer YViſurgis,now Weſer, in that 
countrey which is now Wefiphalia: who (as Ceſar ſaith) Prede ac Cz(. Com, 
belh inferendi cauſa,ex Belgis tranſierunt, came out of Belgiathe lowe 
Countries,to ſecke releefe,and to war with the Britons:inuading 
moſt eſpecially rhat part of the lande which borders vppon the 
fouth caſt,or Germaine ſea,as Kent,Suſſex,& Eſſex. The Angler Beda. 
or Engliſhmen inhabited Cambridgeſhire, Iſle of Elie, Norffolke 
and Suffolke ; all which was called Eafangba,and the people EafF 
Angles, The Saxons which came alſo with the Angle: were diſper- 
ſed and ſcared in other quarters of the lande, as by the deuifion,

Iralic,ſo called, and they of very great antiquitic : yet not begot- 
ten or ſprong of the earth, bur becauſe they were Yagi,and Sine {a- 
ribus,wanderers vpon the earth without houſe or home, voide of 
all ciwlitic; & becauſe they were vnknowne from whom they de- 
ſcended,they were accounted Nwllorum fitis,the children of no fa- 
thers, as the Romanes who bluth nor to ſay they are Deorum filis,

He old and auncient high waie to high Berner, from Porte- 

Poole,now Grayes Inne,as allo from Clerkenwell,was through 

a lane,on the caſt of Pancras Church, called Longwich lane, 

fro thence,leauing Highgate on the welt,ir paſſed through 
T allingdone lane and [o to Crouch ende, and thence through a Parke 
called Harnſey great parks, to Muſwell hill, to Coenie batch, Fryarne 
Bernes,and ſo ro WherFone,which is now the common high way to 
high Bernes, This auncient high way , was refuſed of wayfaring 
men,and carriers, by reaſon of the deepencs and dirtic patlage in 
the winter ſcaſon: In regard whereof ir was agreed berweene the 
Biſhop of Londen,and the Countrie, that anewe waie ſhoulde bee 
layde forth through the ſaid Biſhops parks,beginning at Highgate 
hull, toleade ( as nuwe is accuſtomed) direRly to Hherfone : for 
which newe waie all cartes, carriers,packmen, and ſuch like tra- 
uellers,yeclde a certaine tole vntothe Biſhop of London, which is 
fermed(as is ſaid at this daic)at 40. /5. per annwm.and forthat pur- 
poſe, was the gate creed onthe hill, that through the ſame all 
rraucilers ſhoulde paſle, and be the more aptlic ſaide for the 
ſame cole. 

Another auncient high waic which did leade to Edgworth, and 
ſo to Saint Albons, was ouer HampFHied heath, and thence to, and 
through an old lane, called Hendon wante, neere Hendon, through 
which it paſſed to Edgwoorth, whence it paſſed ouer Brokeley hilles, 
through part of Her:fordſhire,by Radner,ColneFireeze, Saint Stephens, 
and Saint Mychacls , leauing Saine Albens, halfe a mile in the eaſt.

Who 
in the time of King Tohn and by his command were diſcharged, 
for a time, by 35.clders orhicads of thc Citie, for acontempr a- 
gainſtthe King, But they were nor long in diſgrace, but through 
their ſubmitton andthe diſcreete handling of the matter by theſe 
5. heads or elders of the Citic, the King not onely forgaue the 
aylifes, bur granted vnto the Citie by his letters pattents, that 
they ſhould ycerely chooſe ynto 8 + a Ma yor which vſu- 
ally is of one of the 12, companies, mentioned in the Map of the

flouds,and they raiſe the water by pypes and counduQes ſo high 
thac it ſcructh ſuch citizens houſes 1n all places of London, as will 
beſtow charge rowarde the condutting thereof: The buildings 
vppon this bridge, on cither fide were conſumed with hre An- 
no 1208, 

There is neere the three Cranes, a Church called now S. M#- 
chaels, ſometime Whittingdon Colledge founded by fir Whis- 
tingdon,lometime Mayor of London. 

There was in that place which is nowe knowne by the name of p;.,nephanus 
Blacke-fryers,an auncient and ſtrong caſtle, which was called Pa- Palatiac. 
latyne,burned in the time of W1LLtam the Congueronr : in the 

lace of which caſtle are at this day ereRed many faire & beauti- 
buildings, and here and there the auncicat wals and build- 
ings as yet appeare. 

On the eaſt part of the Cirie,is a moſt famous and ſtrong Ca- 
ſtle,called the Tower of London,the maine tower whereof, ſome ſup- 
poſe to be builded by Iv t.tvs C atsar. Itis ſtrong and —_ 
well walled and trenched about, beautified with ſungdrie build- 
dings,ſemblable to a little rowne. 

There is in Cornehill a moſt famous monumenr, ſtately creed 
by fir Thomas Greſham knight,who named it the Burſe, whereunto 
afterwarde Queene Etrzantra gauerhe name of Royal ex- 
change; It isthe place of the publike meering of Marchaunts, 
alw ſh as foraine,wherunto twice euery day the ydulic re- 
ſorr,the of the building is quadrate, with walks round the 
hos building ſupported with pillers of marble, over which 
w is a place forthe ſale of allkinde of wares, richly ſtored 
with varietic of all ſorts. It was builded about the yeere 1568,

of Chriſt, 1035. after his returne from Rome into Englande, who 
in regard of hus quadruplicitie of kingdomes, eſteemed himſelfe, 
more than a man morrall: for his Scicophants had ſo bewitched 
him with their inchaunted flatteries,that he deemed himſelfe no 
lefle then a God, And in this proud conceit on a day he patſed by 
the Thamys,which ran by that pallace,at the flowing of the tide, & 
making ſtaie ucere the water, the waucs caſt foorth ſome part of 
the water towards him, this CanyTys conjured the waucs by 
his regall commaunde to proceede no farther: the Thamys vnac- 
quainted with chis newe God, held onit courſe, flowing as of cu- 
{tome it vicd to do, and refrained not to afſayle him neere to the 
knees : whereat this high conceired man as one amazed, begon 
ro tremble, ſtarting backe proteſting that hee was but a man, 


- though a mightic king, And that he that gouerned thoſe waters, 


was onely worthie to be called a king , and all mortall mev, moſt 
mightic kings,ought to ſubiett them vnto him, A woorthic notre 
whereby is ſeeac howe the almightic Ichowah by his weake crea» 
rures, maketh to ſtoope the moſt puilſant in his owne conceite, 
Some part of this old pallace is yer ſtanding, as S. Srephens chappel, 
and other buildings vpon the Thamys, neere voto which is a molt 
famous hall,called efiminſter hall;which was ſo called for that it 
was Aula regis, a kings court, but as touching the founder is great 
varietic.

refuge , to which malefaRtors might repaire, and fora time be 
protected from therigor of the law. 

There was at Weftminfer kept a ſtaple of wooll, andis at 
this daic, called the Y/oolFtaple, eſtabliſhed in the time of 
EDwarp thez, 

The Sawoye was firſt built ( as M. Stowe hath recorde ) by Pe- 
ter Earle of Sawoy, who was after made Earle of Richmonde , by 
Hzxr1sx thez. whocalledic the Sevoy after his Countrie, Bur 
Poll. Virg. alloweth him not Earle of Sawey, but calleth him Pe- 
grus ſebandienſic:; Peter a Sawoyan, or of the countric of Savoy,who 
as the ſame Poll, affirmerh, buylt che ſame , and called irthe Sa- 
oy , of his natiue Countrey Sawoye. It was belonging vnto the 
Dake of Lancaſter, in the time of R 1 c. the 2. in whoſe time it was- 
waſted, burned, and ſpoyled by the Kenriſh rebels,about the yere 
1381, It was reedefied by Hen. 7.by whoſe laſt will, it was in- 
tended to bt finiſhed , and made an Hoſpirall, for the reliefe of a 
190. poore people, which was perfourmed by the moſt famous 
Hz, the8. his ſonge, and ſufficiently furniſhed with lande, and 
reucnucs,for the maintenance thereof.

penury and want, of a hard and miſerable world, And therefore 
doc the people in manner generally ſceme to power forth dayly 
peritions, that ir mighr pleaſe God codraw hir Maicſtic to be 
relidenr at one of theſe places, whereat they reioyce and fare 
long the better. Thelike defire of hir Royall preſence have other 
places, where hir Maieſties Pallaces are placed, -And hir Ma- 
teſtic in gracious conſideration of their eſtates, doth viſit them 
as it were Alzernis vicebus, by turne at hir highnes pleaſure,more 
for the comfort and relcefe of the poore people, then for hir 
owne priuate delight, Therefore yee Citizens of Wefimin- 
Fer, and other, whatſocuer , forget not robe rhankefull rothe 
the Almightic for hir Royall preſence, hartely praying the King 
of Kings, to maintaine hira proſpering Queene Jong and many 
yeeres, and cuery faithfull hart will ioyne with you, hauing alſo 
the benefite of hir blefled inclination. 

The ſeconde meane whereby this poore Citie is maintained, 
and the people relecued,is by the fower Termes in the yeere, for 
it hath pleaſed God to eſtabliſh there, the place where Iuſtice, 
lawe,and cueric mans rightis ( God graunt it ) with equall bal- 
lance,indifferently adminiſtred : whereunto great multitudes of 
pen viually flocke, whoſe reſort although the Citic enioie 

rinthe forenoone, yer yeelderh their preſence, manic pence 
to the poore towne, 

There was in the time of E dw, 1.a diſcontinuance of the 
lawe, in this Citic, and was thence remooued to Yorke, where it 
continued , ſcauen yeeres after reduced to the former place. Ir 
hath beene often diſcontinued by the disfauour of Princes, and 
their conceiued diſpleaſure againſt the inhabitants of the place, 
for diſobedience, as a generall puniſhment, Recciuethis ye in- 
habirtants of Weftmin#er, as a neceflaric premonition , that ye 
reſt carefull and vigilant, leaſt the king of kings mooue her Ma- 
teſtic to place the determination of cauſes elſe where, which now 
is vnto you no ſmall ſupporr. 

The third and laſt meane (though it come ſeldome ) is that 
great and generall conyencion of all the cſtares of this lande, 
the high Court of Parleament , which draweth ynto it a great 
acceſic of noble perſons, and others, ro the place of afſem- 
blic , which is/alſo ſer moſt grariouſly within this Cutie, which 
yeelderh no ſmall releefe vnto the ſame , which alſo(as is recor-
